James L. Xichols, an Elder of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, was, by a vote of the Conference, received in Elders 
Orders. 

Tlie Bishop announced the following transfers from other 
Conferences: A. V. Scoville, John Beers, John C. Wooten, 

R. II. Hobbs and A. R. Surratt, giving answer to Minute 
Question 6. 

The hour for the special order, the election of delegates to 
the General Conference, having arrived, the Bishop appointed 
as tellers W. R. Ware, J. IT. West, D. B. Coltrane and C. C. 
Cornwell, and a ballot was taken for six clerical and six lay 
delegates. 

On this ballot C. IT. Ireland received 32 votes, J. S. Mar- 
tin received 30 votes, J. L. Nelson received 27 votes, W. R.

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REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Board desires more strongly than ever before to emphasize 
the importance of the Sunday school. No other organization has 
done so much for the upbuiiuing of the church as it has. It is so 
flexible in its organization that it can be easily adapted to all condi- 
tions. 

It can meet the demands of the most cultured of our city congre- 
gations and of the uniutored in our remote country sections. It 
can also adapt itself to peopie of all ages and conditions. We insist 
that our preachers and laymen spare no effort in every proper way 
to build up this interest in every community, and to establish a new 
school wherever as many as ten people can be gotten to attend. 

Number of schools, 761; increase, 20. Number of pupils, 59,038; 
increase 574. 

Childrens’ Day collection, $233.58. 

We urge our pastors to seek in every way they can to stimulate 
and encourage Sunday school teachers by meeting with them and 
helping them in studying the lessons and in preparing to teach the 
same. We also urge preachers and superintendents to make a special 
effort this year to develope spiritual life and power in the schools. 

Your Board is very much gratified at the step forward taken by 
the Trustees, in establishing a department of Religious Pedagogy 
and Sunday Schools in the Vanderbilt University. We believe that 
this action will mark a new era in this department of church work. 

Your Board recommends: 

1. That Children’s Day be observed in all our schools at some time 
during the year, and collection taken for the children’s day fund. 

2. That teachers training classes be organized and held wherever 
it is practicable. 

3. That we make a special effort to get our superintendents and 
teachers to attend the Wrightsville Institute, to be held by Dr. 
Hamell during next summer. 

4. That a home department be established in all our congregations, 
and Bible classes be organized wherever it is practicable.

REPORT OP EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

The Epworth League Board notes, with pleasure, that wherever 
there Is an Epworth League, In good working order, it proves to be 
a great help to the pastor and an uplifting Influence to the young 
people. The Epworth Leagues of the Conference, the past year, have 
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aided in raising the missionary collection to the amount of $647.26, 
while they have raised for other purposes $1,176.32; and yet we 
regret to find that there is not that growth in the League work 
that we would like to see. However, the number of Senior Leagues 
is 73, the same as last year, while there has been an increase of 
eleven in the Junior Leagues. We urge our pastors not to let the 
interests of the Epworth League lag, and thus lose the help of this 
most potent agency in their work. 

We are not able to report to what extent our Leagues have re- 
sponded to Bishop Candler’s call for help in building a church at 
an important point in Cuba, but are glad that many have responded. 
We would ask our pastors to see to it that this work does not stop 
until the amount asked for is secured. Let each Chapter that has 
not contributed to this cause do so early in the year. 

We call attention to the Epioorth Era and the Epworth League 
Culture Courses, and earnestly recommend that our people avail 
themselves of the benefits to be derived from the use of these 
splendid agencies. 

Once more we recommend the holding of a District Epworth 
League Conference in each district, independent of the regular Dis- 
trict Conference. To aid in planning for this work, as well as to 
have general oversight of the League interests in his district, we 
ask the appointment of a District Epworth League Secretary In 
each district. We suggest the following names as Secretaries:

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals practically reaffirm the 
report of this committee at the last session of the Conference, with 
some additional matter. 

We believe that the preacher can render the people valuable ser- 
vice by assisting in the selection of wholesome reading matter. Our 
own publishing house is able to supply every need in this direction, 
and every intelligent Methodist ought to keep in touch with the best 
of books, either through our publishing house or through some other 
means. 

The report of the Southern Methodist Publishing House Is before 
us, which shows that the past fiscal year (covering a period of only 
nine months) has been a successful one. 

Bro. Chas. S. Stone, the sales agent of our Conference, who is 
located at Charlotte, personally appeared before the committee, stat- 
ing that the business of the year just closed is such as to justify the 
continuance of the Depository. The committee therefore recom- 
mends that Bro. Stone be reappointed Sales Agent of the Conference, 
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and that when practicable he appoint some minister or layman to 
look after the sale of our publications during the sessions of our 
District Conferences. 

The current publications of the house are of great value to the 
church. 

The Methodist Quarterly Review has met with a hearty reception. 

It stands deservedly in the forefront of high grade literature. 

The Nashville Advocate gives the news of the whole connection 
with accuracy, and under the able editorship of Dr. Winton is a 
great power for good. We rejoice to soe that the Epworth Era's 
circulation has increased largely during the year, and we congratu- 
late Dr. DuBose upon the rapid strides he is making toward the ac- 
complishment of his desire to make The Era the best religious 
paper for young Methodists, and the leading young people’s peri- 
odical. 

The improvement in the editorial and mechanical make-up of our 
Sunday school literature has been so marked that we doubt if it 
is excelled in Christendom. 

We feel that special thanks are due to the Rev. H. M. Blair for his 
faithful work in increasing the circulation of the N. C. Advocate, 
which has had a net increase for the year of nearly fifty per cent 
The weekly mailing list now numbers 6,300. 

The present success is very gratifying, but we realize that our 
paper must be made better and that it must be put into the hands 
of larger numbers of our people. 

We therefore recommend that, in order to bring the paper into the 
homes of more of our people, a special effort be made to increase 
the circulation of the Advocate at least 1,800 between now and the 
first of May. We suggest that this number be taken by the various 
districts according to their numerical strength as follows; Ashe- 
ville, 125; Charlotte, 200; Franklin, 100; Greensboro, 200; Morgan- 
ton, 150; Mt. Airy, 150; Salisbury, 175; Shelby, 200; Statesville, 200; 
Waynesville, 100; Winston, 200. 

TTie Publishing Committee has nominated Rev. H. M. Blair for 
editor, and your committee' heartily concurs in their opinion and 
recommends that he be appointed to this position. 

We respectfully call attention to a book just issued from the 
press of Smith & Lamar by Dr. James Atkins, our distinguished 
Sunday School Secretary, entitled “The Kingdom in the Cradle.” 
The name of the author is sufficient guarantee that this book is of 
great permanent value. We urge the perusal of this production by 
all to whom are committed the training of young child-life. 

Your committee mentions with favor the recent publication of the 
“History of Methodism in North Carolina,” by Rev. W. L, Grissom, 
a member of this Conference. The first volume has just been put 
on sale. The book is published by the Publishing House of the 
M. E. Church, South, and is most attractively printed, abounding in 
striking and historic illustrations. The contents of the pages are 
well expressed, showing much care and thought in the preparation, 
and they are especially interesting to all North Carolina Methodists. 
It ought to be in every Methodist home from the mountains to the 
sea. It is published at the extremely low price of $1.50. 

Furthermore, we would earnestly urge all of our preachers and 
people to assist the author in getting material for the succeeding 
volumes. And in order that the other volumes may be brought as 
soon as possible, your committee request the Bishop to appoint Rev. 
W. L. Grissom Conference Historian. 
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We cordially commend the Southern Methodist Hand Book, edited 
by Rev, T. N. Ivey, D.D., of the North Carolina Conference, and we 
bespeak for it a wide circulation.

SPIRITUAL. STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

We are gratified because of the advances made during the past 
year. The church has been blessed with many revivals and a great 
ingathering of souls. There has been a net gain of 1,400 in mem- 
bership. The pastors, as a rule, have held their own meetings, 
which is proof that the pastor, if he will, can be his own evangelist. 

We are not antagonistic to evangelists, but we would urge our 
pastors to cultivate the evangelistic talent which is within them, 
which every man truly called O'f God to preach possesses, and we 
would urge them to expect every service to be a time of refreshing 
from the presence of the Lord. We are convinced that the matter 
of supreme importance is the training and saving the children. 
When a person who has passed the meridian of life is saved — 
though the soul be saved the life is lost; but when a child is saved 
the life and soul are both saved. The children of to-day will be the 
men and women of to-morrow, and if the world is ever to be saved 
it must be by the children of to-day. We urge our pastors to in- 
struct the children and to do all in their power to save them. The 
children, however, if they are ever saved, must have the right ex- 
amples at home. We deplore the fact that family worship is not 
as universal as it once was, but would have our pastors emphasize 
the importance of family worship. We would further urge them to 
press upon the minds of the people the importance of dedicating the 
children to God in baptism. 

We are convinced that a clear presentation of the doctrines of our 
church as taught in our standards will settle any doctrinal differ- 
ences among our people. We therefore urge our preachers to preach 
often on the doctrines of the church. 

We would recommend that as far as practicable Thanksgiving 
day be observed by all our people, and that we observe, if possible, 
the week of prayer.

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MINUTES OF THE SIXTEENTH SESSION 



ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance believe that God demands 
one day in seven for the purpose of meditating upon eternal things, 
and that rest to the human body is as necessary as nourishment; 
also are aware of the growing tendency on the part of many of our 
people, in our towns, cities, and country, to make of the Lord’s day 
a day of social pleasure and money getting. We therefore urge upon 
all of our people, as well as our ministers, the duty of suppressing 
the evils of Sabbath desecration. 

Your committee offers the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved, That this Conference go upon record against all pub- 
lic games on the Sabbath day. 

2. That we condemn Sunday mail and deem it wrong for pastors 
or members to set the bad example of getting their mail on the 
Sabbath. 

3. That we oppose the running of freight trains on Sunday, and 
commend the State of Georgia for refusing to allow freight trains 
to run on the Sabbath. 

4. That we go upon record condemning the use and sale, on Sun- 
day, of soft drinks, cigars and cigarettes, and most heartily approve 
of and endorse the action of any city authorities who have or may 
pass ordinances against the same. 

5. That we oppose the keeping of drug stores open on the Sabbath, 
in our cities and towns, for any other purpose than to supply medi- 
cines for the sick, and believe they do much to undo the good the 
gospel might accomplish. 

6. That we deplore the fact that many of our church members 
make the Sabbath day a day for social visiting. 

We expect better things of our people, and urge them to spend the 
Sabbath in hearing and in reading the word of God.

Recognizing the fact that the smallest offering of our money to 
Almighty God obtains so largely to His glory in the salvation of our 
heathen brothers, through Bible distribution — in that, a whole com- 
munity is sometimes enlightened through the agency of one copy of 
the New Testament, and that, in the absence of a missionary — we 
again report the offering of our Conference to this cause with sin- 
cere thankfulness. 

The sum this year aggregates $852.84, against $906.91 last year — 
representing 167 charges — 37 charges making no report. 

The painful message comes to us from the American Bible So- 
ciety that the treasury is empty, and that the work must be cut 
down again in correspondence to the returns made; and the per- 
plexing question is where shall they cut down? 

We therefore most earnestly recommend, that whereas the treas- 
ury is empty, and whereas, the demand for the Bible is constantly 
on the increase, and, whereas, next year is the ninetieth anniversary 
of the Society, we make again the month of March, in the coming 
year, Bible month, and entreat every pastor to present the cause to 
every congregation, and take a collection, and forward same to 
either Dr. Thos. H. Law, Agent, Spartanburg, S. C., or to William 
Poulke, Treasurer, Bible House, New York.

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REV. JOHN WESLEY BOWMAN. 

BY B. M. TAYLOR. 

Rev. John Wesley Bowman, son of Joseph and Sarah Bowman, 
was born October 13, 1837, in Yancey County, N. C., and departed 
this life February 5, 1905, in the hospital at Hinton, W. Va. 

He was converted at a camp-meeting held at Burnsville Camp- 
ground when he was 18 years old, and was baptizea ana received 
into the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, immediately after- 
ward. His conversion was under the ministry of Rev. William 
Hicks, by whom he was licensed to preach in 1858. The same 
year he joined the Holston Conference, at Chattanooga, Tenn. 
He was ordained deacon at Asheville, N. C., October 21, 1860, by 
Bishop Robert Paine and Elder by Bishop John Early, at Ab- 
ingdon, Va., September 17, 1861. 

He was married, in the third year of his ministry, to Sarah A. 
Prather, at Taylorsville, Tenn., January 28, 1861. To them 
were born nine children, eight sons and one daughter, five of 
whom still survive. 

His ministry included the following charges: Ducktown Mis- 
sion, 1858-59; Rogersville Station, 1859-60; Taylorsville Circuit 
Tenn.), 1860-61; Loudon Circuit, 1861-62. For four years he re- 
tired from the itinerancy on account of the Civil War. After the 
war he served the following charges: Independence Circuit, 1866- 
67; Hendersonville Circuit, 1867-68; Rheatown Circuit, 1868-70. 
Here he rested one year on account of throat trouble and 
taught school at Cowee; Franklin District, 1871-73; Franklin 
Circuit, 1873-75; Franklin District, 1875-76; Pearisburh Circuit, 
18(6-79; Jonesville Circuit, 1879-81; Powell’s Valley Circuit, 1881- 
82; Abingdon Circuit, 1882-85; Seddon Circuit, 1885-97; Wythe- 
ville Circuit, 1887-89; Independence Circuit, 1889-91; Bakersville 
Station, 1891-92; Kings Mountain Circuit, 1892-93; Macon Cir- 
cuit, 1893-94; Hayesville Circuit, 1894-95; Whittier Circuit, 1895- 
97; Granite Falls Circuit, 1897-99; Catawba Circuit, 1899-1901; 
Taylorsville Circuit (N. C.), 1901-02; Iredell Circuit, 1902-04. 

At the Conference at Charlotte, in 1904, he asked to be placed 
on the superannuated roll, as his health was completely shat- 
tered, and he sustained this relation until his death. 

The above is the chronological record of a long and eventful 
life. Brother Bowman belonged to that class of men who make 
history but do not write it. He thought more of duty than of 
fame and renown. He kept no record of his achievements. His 
record is on high. 

In the third year of his ministry the war came up. His field 
of labor was in East Tennessee, where Union sentiment was so 
strong that a man of Southern sympathies was not safe. He 
was compelled to seek a place of safety for his wife and child. 
In July, 1862, he called his official Board together, and after ma- 
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ture deliberation and prayer, decided to take their advice, 
which was to close the churches and seek a safe refuge. He 
came to Western North Carolina, where he remained till the 
close of the war. In the fall of 1863 he moved to Ashe County 
and taught school three years in Helton church. The young 
men. and many older ones were in the Confederate army. The 
old men, women and children were left to cultivate the fields. 
Brother Bowman worked on the farm in summer and taught 
school in the fall and winter. He was both teacher and preacher. 

He opened school with prayer and preached to them on Sundays. 
They loved him very much, a great revival broke out in the 
school the first winter, in which nearly all the young people of 
the community were converted. Thus in labor and usefulness he 
spent the time till the fall of 1866. 

The war was over, and Brother Bowman again took up the 
march of the itinerancy. With the exception of two years’ rest, 
on account of throat trouble, this itinerant march was unbroken 
for 36 years. He was affectionate, faithful and true in every 
relation in life. From the time of his conversion in young man- 
hood till the last day of his life he was earnestly devoted to 
duty. He performed to the very best of his ability all work 
assigned him, no matter what it was, nor where it was, as long 
as he was able to stand. The last sermon he preached was at 
Olin, and he had to lean upon his cane for support. He was a 
true minister of God, speaking the truth from his heart. He 
did not cater to wealth or position, but “hewed to the line,’’ no 
matter who or what his auditors were. He was a man of true 
worth, of solid character. 

In the social circle he was very agreeable. He was a charm- 
ing conversationalist, and always pleasant in the home circle. 

He never forgot the gravity and dignity of his high calling, 
and hence was an excellent pastor. His visits brought sunshine 
and good cheer to many sad and aching hearts. He was always 
and everywhere truly a man of God. As a preacher he was far 
above the average. As a revivalist he was a great success. 
Many hundreds were converted and brought into the church 
through his ministry. He was a man of uncommon power as a 
doctrinal preacher. In his field it was often necessary to defend 
the doctrines of the church. This he could do with ability and 
safety. In debate he feared no opponent. He was a man of 
broad mind and large heart. He read good literature and was 
a diligent student of God’s word. He believed with all his 
heart that “the gospel of Jesus Christ is the power of God unto B 
salvation to every one that believeth.” His life was a practical 9 
demonstration of the saving power of the gospel. He accepted I 
and taught without mental reservation the entire Methodist B 
creed, and always stood ready to give a reason for the faith ■ 
that was in him. But withal, he was broad, liberal and fraternal fl 
with Christians of other communions. B 

Brother Bowman had the trying experience to be thrown, B 
rather late in life, into new territory, and among new people, by B 
the adjustment of Conference boundaries. But he was equal to B 
the emergency and adjusted himself to the new conditions with fl 
ease and grace. B

At the Conference session, held in Salisbury, November, 1896, 
he was, at his own request, placed on the superannuated list, 
where he remained until he heard the call from above, and sud- 
denly went up to meet his God. But being superannuated in his 
relation to the Conference did not stop his work for the Master, 
for he has not only served occasionally as P. C. in filling out the 
year for some disabled or deceased brother, but he preached a 
great deal around on his former charges and among his friends. 
He loved to preach and he did it effectively. 

Had Brother Triplett lived until November next, he would 
have been in the Conference for fifty consecutive years, preach- 
ing the gospel of his Lord. He was a man of remarkable physi- 
cal endurance. In the early and mature portions of his life, he 
worked much in revival meetings, and was very successful in 
that kind of work. He did not spare himself, but toiled labo- 
riously day and night, preaching, praying, exhorting, instruct- 
ing, singing, talking and visiting, that he might bring the lost 
ones home and thus honor his Lord. What a host will rise up 
in the Great Day and call him blessed. 

Brother Triplett believed firmly in the fundamentals of Chris- 
tianity. His experience and preaching emphasized the necessity 
for pungent conviction, conscious regeneration, and the constant, 
direct witness of the Holy Spirit to our divine sonship. His 
was a clear call to the ministry. He told me 29 years ago, 
when my own mind was being exercised on my call to the minis- 
try, how the call impressed him in his boyhood and early man- 
hood, until he could not rest, nor even sleep at times, until he 
obeyed and said, “Here am I, I^ord, send me.” At that period 
(1876), being my pastor, he helped to settle me for the minis- 
try. 

Brother Triplett not only held revivals and had accessions to 
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the church, but he “huilt up” the church. I suppose he erected 
more houses of* worship than any member now living of the 
Western North Carolina Conference. The church in Moores- 
ville, from ’which his body was borne to the grave, stands as a 
monument to his energy and work, and an answer to his prayer 
of faith. 

He was gifted in prayer, and doubtless communed often with 
the Saviour, and that gift not only brought results in blessings 
to others, but made his own experience full of sunshine, his 
countenance cheerful and his voice a bugle note of courage. 
Who ever saw him give up and sit down in gloom? He looked 
up to God in trouble, and his own face reflected the sunshine 
from the face of his Lord. 

He labored to the last. On Sunday before he expired Friday 
night, he preached a funeral sermon from Psalm 91:1, and as- 
sisted in another funeral service that afternoon, and attended 
services that night in Mooresville, was at prayer-meeting Wed- 
nesday night, and mentioned to the writer his plan for travel 
and preaching in July, and moved on the time for retiring on 
Friday night, apparently in usual health, had disrobed himself 
for the night, was heard to utter a slight groan, as if simply 
tired, and then sank in the Christian’s sleep, and the spirit 
awakened, we believe, to meet his God. How almost literally 
true are Montgomery’s beautiful lines in his case: 

“The voice at midnight came; 

He started up to hear; 

A mortal arrow pierced his frame 
He fell; but felt no fear.” 



REV. JOHN A. SRONCE.

Rev. John A. Sronce was born in Lincoln County, North Caro- 
lina, October 30, 1856, and died at Andrews, North Carolina, on 
September the 7th, 1905. His parents survive him, now residing 
in Yancey County. 

He was first married to Miss Sarah Matilda Effler, of Flag 
Town, Tenn. Of this union, two precious children, a son and a 
daughter, survive him. He was married the second time to 
Mrs. Annie Lilia Garvin, of Mitchell County. Of this union, a 
dear little girl in her sixth year still lives to comfort the broken- 
hearted widow. 

Brother Sronce was not a college-bred man, but received a 
good degree of training at the public schools, finishing his 
school work at Bald Creek Academy. 

When about sixteen years old he was converted and identified 
himself with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

Feeling divinely called to the work of the ministry, he ob- 
tained license to preach when twenty -three years of age; and 
joined the Holston Conference in Asheville in 1882. 

His service for the church was as follows: 
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Holston Conference — Hillsville Circuit, 1883-4; Elizabethtown 
Circuit, 1885-6; Fall Branch Circuit, 1887-8. 

Missouri Conference — Hemmotite Circuit, 1889-90. 

Western N. C. Conference — Burnsville Circuit, 1891-2; Leices- 
ter Circuit, 1893-4; Cane Creek Circuit, 1895-8; Mills River, 1899- 
1902; Andrews Circuit, 1903-5. 

At the close of his second year at Andrews, the work was 
made a station, and he was placed in charge for the third year. 
It was during this year that he contracted the illness that 
proved fatal. 

The foregoing is but a brief resume of a life “full of good 
works,” which are unrecorded save in God’s book of accounts, 
and in the hearts and lives of those for whom he labored. 

Brother Sronce was a man of great personal magnetism, so 
much so as to appear the friend of everybody. His earnestness, 
sincerity and artless simplicity won everybody to him. 

His natural endowments were far above the average. He did 
his work with great zeal and earnestness, yet he was as gentle as 
a woman. As a preacher he was fluent of speech, earnest in 
persuasion, powerful in exhortation, and uplifting in prayer. 
Being filled with the Holy Ghost, and consequently with divine 
power, like Stephen of old, sinners were not able to resist the 
message he brought them. Consequently he was a great revi- 
valist. His records show that he led the Lord’s hosts in many 
a glorious revival, and that through him many were turned to 
righteousness. He was a great-hearted man. He, like his Mas- 
ter, loved sinners, and while he earnestly exhorted them to re- 
pentance, he as earnestly made intercession for them at the 
throne of grace. It is a question if any one ever heard him 
pray without remembering and pleading for “poor sinners.” 
Like Jeremiah, he literally wept over them, with his great heart 
fairly breaking with grief on account of their lost condition. 

He was a popular pastor. He loved to see his people in their 
homes, and enter into their joys and sorrows. He gave special 
attention to those in distress. It was his to visit the sick, 
comfort the bereaved and cheer the dying. He was successful 
in the all-round work of a Methodist preacher. He never failed 
to bring up a good report of his work at Conference. This 
means much, as sometimes he was called to serve difficult fields. 
But his zeal, courage, determination, perseverance knew no 
failure. 

He wore well with his people. Twice he filled out the limit 
of the law of the church in service to the people given him, and 
he bade fair to fill a quadrennium, if he had lived, at his last 
charge. The people loved him and constantly requested his 
return. Such was the love of the people for him that nobody 
thought of saying else than “brother.” He was everybody’s 
brother and everybody was a brother to him. 

But Brother Sronce’s most marked characteristic was his spir- 
ituality. He was highly emotional, and when fully under the 
sway of the Spirit he often shouted praises to his Master. Often 
when preaching, as well as when listening to the sweet story of 
the gospel as told by another, he would thrill the congregation 
with his hallelujahs to God. 
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With all his excellences. Brother Sronce was an humble man. 
I speak what I do know, having known him long and most inti- 
mately. He was an humble man. He could truly fulfill the 
Scripture, “in honor preferring one another.” He had an ex- 
ceedingly modest opinion of himself, and of his capacities. He 
was no place-seeker. He went cheerfully, like a loyal son of 
the church, to whatever field was giyen him, and if it was not a 
desirable one, he soon converted it into such. He was indeed a 
successful Methodist preacher. He has ascended to receive his 
reward. But his works abide with us. 

This paper should not close without special reference to two 
things. 

First, his family life. His strong Christian character shed its 
infiuence in his own home. He loved his wife. He loved his 
children. He cared for them with the tender solicitude of an 
affectionate father. He not only provided for their physical 
necessities, but he constantly carried them in nis arms of prayer 
into the presence of the Heavenly Father, pleading in their 
behalf. 

Secondly, his love for his brethren in the ministry. His de- 
votion for his brethren was something beautiful. The Confer- 
ence was to him a great occasion. He greatly enjoyed meeting 
his brethren in these great annual assemblies. To him the 
Annual Conference was a great intellectual and spiritual feast. 
How we shall miss his genial smile, his hearty handshake! But 
we shall meet him 

“When the saints of all ages in harmony meet.”
